Montgomery, Ala., June 22.—(Special.)— 


The crop season has advanced § far 
enough to get some idea of the outlook, 
which is, with a few sections excepted, 
very flattering. Cotton is looking well 
save in some of the soutneastern coun- 
ties, where there has been little rain. 
In Dale county the fall has only been 
6! of an inch since April. Corn is doing 
well and the outlook is for as large a 
yield as last year. 

The acreage in cotton last year in Ala- 
'‘bama was 3,433,660. and this year 
3,500,000 in round figures, the increase 
being about 6 per cent. ‘Ihe ginners’ 
report of last year’s crop gives it at 
just about a million bales, making the 
estimated output on an increased acreage 
of 6 per cent, 1,100,000 bales, about. If 
the price stays above |0 cents there will 
be a great deal of money next year as 
there has been this. 

It is estimated that over half a mil- 
lion tons of fertilizer nas been used this 
spring on the crops of the state. ‘The 
agricultural department has_ record of 
'250,000 tons of commercial grades, and 
it is said as much more of barn-yard 
‘and cotton seed meal is not too high an 
estimate. An average price for 
‘commercial fertilizer is $16 per ton, mak- 
ing it cost the farmers $4,000,000. If 
the balance should be classed to cost 
half that much, it is seen that the farm- 
ers of Alabama have used this year 
'$6,000,000 worth of fertilizers. Figuring 
lat 10 cents for cotton, the crop will be 
'worth $55,000,000, or $27.50 from the

land marines or sailors without spe- 
cific instructions from Washington, and, 
finally, that they must demand from the 
Morish ,government either Perdicaris 
alive or Raisuli dead.

Attorney W. A. Wimbish Presents 
Atlanta’s Position, and Attorney 
T. W. Cunningham Speaks 
For the Railroads—Case 
Covered in Arguments. 


The hearing of the complaint of the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau, which claims 


that there are unjust and discriminating « 


rates against /jtlanta, was concluded 
Yesterday afternoon before the istate 
railroad commission. : 


Only two witnesses were introduced 
yesterday morning, Joseph Menzies, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Atlantic Coast 
Line, and George R. Knox, general 
freight agent of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis railroad. After they 
had . testified, the commission was ad- 
dressed by Attorney W. A. Wimbish, 
representing the Atlanta freight bureau; 
Attorney T. W. Cunningham, Jr., rep- 
resenting the Central railroad of Geor- 
gia; T. C. Powell, traffic manager of 
the Southern railroad; A. Pope, assist- 
ant general freight agent of the Sea- 
board Air Line, and others, 

As the speeches of Mr. Wimbish and 
Mr. Cunningham covered the whole case 
and showed in a nutshell the situation 
as viewed by both sides, a synopsis of 
what they had to say will give a clear. 
insight into the whole contention. Mr. 
Wimbish forcibly outlined what Atlanta 
claimed and what was wanted to give 
the city an equal showing with other 
competitive pol!nts. 

Mr. Cunningham made an _ argument 
equally as forcible from his standpoint. 
In the course of his remarks he threw 
a.great heap of bouquets at Atlanta 
and said she hed far outstripped in com- 
mercial greatness all such competitive 
cities as Louisville, Memphis, Birming- 
ham, Nashville, Montgomery and Rich- 
mond, 


Outlines Atlantas Complaint. 

The points made by Mr. Wimbish in 
his arguments were as follows: 

“Wei are here to maintain that At- 
lanta is discriminated against 
railroads to her injury 
we have clearly demonstrated this by the 
evidence. How to remedy this matter 


is. I admit, quite difficult, but it is not.) 


fair to say that our petition is unrea- 
sonable per se. The truth I{s the rail- 
roads hdve no standard by which they 
fix rates and, therefore, we cannot say 
this or that rate is unreasonable. be- 
cause we have nothing with which we 
can compare it. The railroads have the 
entire carrvinge power of this country. 
They fix rates amone themselves and 
neither distance nor locality is taken as 
a standard. Therefore we must conclude 
that competition is the only factor in 
the fixing of rates. There is no 
thing these da¥vs as competition among 
the railroads. It simply does not exist. 
The rallr0ad companiés have by some 
kind of 2n_®zreement arrived.at a plan 
which absolutely does away with com- 
petition in: rates: When a change is 
made {ft fs always preceded by an un- 
derstanding: They nfay make themselves 
believe they Have competition, but they 
carry on their business by a concurrent 
and concerted action. Now in the ab- 
sence of competition the tendency of the 
railroads is to always advance. rates: 
whenever !t can be gone. The chief pur- 
pose of a railroad is to make as much 
income as possible on the capital in- 
vested without reference to a fatr com- 
pensation for the service given. Accord- 
ing to the way in which the roads make 
rates, they must have an increase when 
business is dull because they must make 
up In rates for what they lose in de- 
creased patronage; and on the _ other 
hand, if times are prosperous they in- 
crease the rates in order to share in 
the general prosperity. The people are 
absolutely at the mercy of the railroads 
and their only hope for relief is from 
the committtton. This commission was 
not created to protect the railroads, as 
has 
people. Public carriers are entitied to a 
fair compensation for services perform- 
ed based upon the cost of such vrervice. 
Thege gentlemen representing the rail- 
roads cannot tell you, not one of them, 
what it costs them to haul a car load 
from any given point to another. They do 
not know what the roads cost them. 
We have shown you that great inequal- 
{ties exist in freight rates “which oper- 
ate to Atlanta’s disadvantage from a 
commercial standpoint. Commodities are

‘the state is Atlanta’s prosperity. We 
want to be placed on an equal footing 
‘with cities outside the state. Taxe the 
‘one article of starch. It is shipped 
from Chicago to Richmond and then to 
Atlanta cheaper than it is shipped direct 
to Atlanta. We do not seek any advance 
in rates on other points, but we ask a 
reduction so far as Atlanta is concern- 
ed. Atlanta has rate& that were estab- 
‘lished more than twenty years ago, when 
the conditions which now exist were not 
the same. Yet the old fossil rates hang 
hon just bécause the roads want them to. 
'To say that Atlanta’ has prospered, and, 
therefore, ought to be satisfied, is no ar- 
gument. She has prospered in spite of 
\the unfairness of her freight rates, and 
would prosper a great deal more if she 
were better treated.”’ 

Mr. Wimbdish was asked by Commis- 
sioner Jordan if he meant to say that the 
commission could arbitrarily fix a rate 
between Atlanta and Savannah, without 
reference to any other-~-points, and Mr. 
Wimbish replied: 

“Why, I most certainly do.’’ 

Position of the Railroad. 

Mr. Cunningham began his argument 
after the commission had reassembled 
in the afternoon. The main points he 
made in answer to Mr. Wimbish were 
as follows: 

“I only speak to correct Mr. Wim- 
bish in many particulars. In the first 
|place ,it is impossible to take any iso- 
‘lated case of rates and say whether it 
is reasonable or not. The railroads have 
made rates after years of long ex- 
‘perience. The truth is, Atlanta’s sched- 
‘ule so far as the Central is concerned, 
is much higher than actually prevails. 
|Rates are arrived at by natural laws. I! 
say to this commission, let them alone, 
for if you undertake to trouble them 
‘in the manner suggested, you will have 
/eevry small town in the state making 
|similar complaints, and there will be no 
end to tne complications. If commerce 
moves safely and profitably under the 
‘rates fixed, then they must be just and 
‘fair. Atlanta says she ig discriminated 
_againstt. She sets up the plea that

William Wallace, a deck hand on the 
Slocum, testified at the inquest today 
that no water was turned on the flames, 
that the fire hose did not burst, that the 
assistant engineer was not in the engine 
room during the fire and that he saw 
holes In several of the twenty life pre- 
servers which he threw to passengers 
struggling in the water. 

Rev. George Schultz, of St. Luke Lu- 
theran church, of Erie, Pa., who was on 
the Slocum, said he took a life preserver 
before jumping from the steamer, but 
that when he held it the weight of the 
preserver broke the strap. 

List of Dead Increases. 

A 4Getermined effort to ascertain as 
nearly as possible the number of per- 
sons who took passage on the excursion 
steamer General Slocum wyen she start- 
ed on her ill-fated trip up the sound one 
week ago today has been begun on the 
direction of the pdlice department. 

One hundred patrolmen, specially select- 
ed from the various precincts, have been 
detailed to visit the home of every per- 
son whose name has been in any way 
mentioned in connection with the disas- 
ter. The officers will make up a list of 
names of persons who went on the ex- 
cursion from the several districts with 
their individual fates. From these lists 
a final report, embodying all the names, 
will be prepared. 

The list of known dead, which had 
reached 846 up to 2 o'clock this morning, 
ihas steadily increased since that hour. 
‘Before daylight twelve more bodies had 
|been taken from the river and nearly 
‘every succeding hour added to the total.

The general assembly of 1904 was called 
to order at_l0 o'clock yesterday morning 
by President Howell, of the senate, and 
Speaker Morris, of the house. It re- 
quired but a few minutes for each’ body 
to notify the other that it was organized 
and ready for business, and for both to 
Kive the. governor notice to the same 
eTect. The legislative wheels then be- 
gan to grind. 

Outside of the introduction of a number 
of new bills, the house did nothing ex- 
cept the usual routine incident tu the 
opening of the session. Resolutions were 
passed relating to deceased and-sick mem- 
bers, the governor's message was read, 


new bills were read and referred to the | 


proper committees, and at 11:55 the house 
adjourned, after being in session less 
than two hours. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the new 
bills introduced was that by Mr. Dunbar, 
of Richmond, proyiding for a chatge in 
the method of electing judges of the su- 
perior court. Measures on this subject 
were expected, and it is more than likely 
that severa] others will appear before the 
session is many days old. Mr. Dunbar’s 
bill provides for an amendment to para- 
graphs 2 and 3, section 3, article 6 of the 
constitution, whics now provides for ‘the 
election of judgés: of the superior courts 
by the people. Mr. Dunbar proposes to 
change thig method so that the justices of 
the supreme court shal. nominate ‘six per 
sons im the circult where a judge is to be 
/ chosen, and from these six the governor 
shall choose one ‘as judge of the superior 
court, the appointment to be confirmed 
by the senate. This is one of several 
methods that have been suggested to 
remedy the evils complained of in the 
present law.

| Primary Elections. 


“I call your attention to and invite 
|your consideration of the growing sentil-

are now practically the equivalent of gen- 
eneral elections in Georgia, and no voter 
‘should be allowed to vote therein unless 
| constitutionally and in pursuance of law 
eligible to do so, and every vote deposited 
‘should be sacredly guarded, and with 
scrupulous honesty counted. I recom- 
'mend, therefore that you pass an act 
making all election and registration laws 
‘extend to primary elections—municipal, 
‘county, state and federal—so far as the 
|same may be applicable, and provide for 
the infliction of appropriate penalties upon 
|any person violating any of said lawg in 
registering for or voting at such primary 
election. Appropriate legislation should 
also be enacted providing for contests 
before proper executive committees of 
the party, and giving authority to said 
committee, or under their direction, to 
subpena witnesses, administer oaths, and 
do such other acts as may be necessary 
rules and regulations of the 
party, to ascertain or declare the per- 
son or persons entitled to receive the 
‘nomination of the party, and to provide 
for appeals. The pay of managers hold- 
Ing the elections, and the clerks serving 
thereat, should, in the case of primaries, 
as in general elections, be borne by the 
| cOunties or state, and the use of money, 
by a candidate for office, to influence 
voters to support him, should render him 
Ineligible to hold office. Public office is 
a public trust, and the man who seeks 
to purohase it demonstrates his unworthi- 
‘ness to fill it. The price of an office 
|should be measureg by the worthiness 
|of the Man to fill it, and not by the 
/money which he has, and his wiilingness 
to purchase it. Any other rule must in- 
évitably lead to the result that only the 
rich may aspire to office. 


Immigration Commission. 


“The scarcity of labor during the grow- 
ind and harversting season has become a 
| serious problem to the farmers of Georgia, 
‘and similar conditions throughout the 
southern states have checked the produwc- 
tion of cotton. The world’s demand for this 
most used of all clothing materials has 
increased faster than the supply. Buro- 
pean countries are making systematic 
and persistent efforts to develop new cot- 
ton fields in other lands, and although 
at present there are not profitable, they 
may become sources of supply, and com- 
pete with us in the production of the 
staple, as Egypt and India have already 
,done. It behooves us, therefore, to meet 
the world’s demand for cotton. We have 
land enough, and the only obstacle in 
our way is the lack of labor to make the 
|crop. There is in this state a vast ex- 
| tent of virgin soll, cleared by saw mills, 
Which is as fully productive as that un- 
der cultivation, and would be quickly 
| brought under the plow, if there were 
sufficient labor to cultivate it. 
“Beyond question {t is wise to encour- 
age the immigration to our state of thrifty 
American people. This thas been the 
policy of western states, and their growth 
In wealth, productive power, and all that 
makes a commonwealth great, has ex- 
cited the wonder and admiration of the 
world. Immigration may be best en- 
‘couraged through a state commission, and 
'I recommend that one be established. 
Some of our public-spirited citizens, com- 
posing the Greater Georgia Association, 
have begun this work at their own ex- 
|pense, and with funds raised in thirty 
|towns and cities, not directly interested 
in farming, they have advertised the re- 
sources of the state, and made them 
| known to millions of people. Several thou- 
|'gand persons have manifested interest 
in Georgia, and many have already be- 
come citizens. The state should not leave 
this work to a few, but should take it 
‘up and make it a department of govern- 
|ment. The great need for immigration 
'legislation is shown also by the fact that 
| Georgia has given 412,000 of her people 
to other states, and has recéived jn fre- 
turn only 190,000, the net loss béing 
| 222,000. This tremendous drain upon the 
|life’s blood of commonwealth should 
‘Cause serious concern, especially when 
‘labor is already short in our fields and 
| factories.

Factories, 
foundries, railroads, saw mills, imines, 
bonds and an indefinite variety of per- 
sonal property have come into existence, 
yet there is no adequate method of de- 
termining what is in the state subject to 
taxation, nor any fixed standard for de- 
termining its value. It is well known 
that land of practically the same pro- 
ductive capacity, and with almost iden- 
tically the same improvement, is fre- 
quently returned‘ by one owne™ at full 
price, and by the other at less than one- 
half. The fairer the tax-payer the more 
Onerous the burden. The state, in cf- 
fect, offers a premium to him who shirks 
instead of to him who willingly and 
cheerfully complies with the spirit of the 
law. This is wrong, unjust and incquita- 
ble, and can only be cured here, as it 
has been cured elsewhere, by the crea- 
tion of county boards, authorized to 
‘examine returns, to see that omitted 
property is put on the books, and. that 
property of the same kind and value is 
‘assessed and taxed alike. But*even this 
does not fully meet the difficulty, for 
what is true of two neighboring citizens, 
may be equally true of neighboring coun- 
ties, or of those more remotely sep- 
arated. Property worth a million dol- 
lars in one may be go returned, but 
property of an equally aggregate value 
in another county may be given in at 
half its value. Farming lands in one 
|part of the state may be returned at one 
price, and in another at a very differ- 
‘ent price. Corporate property may be 
‘practically exempt in one part of the 
state, and highly valved or valued at 
full price, in another. These discrepan- 
cieag or inequalities are not only in viola- 
tion of the spirit of the law, but they

Penal System. 


“With pardonable pride I think the 
state may look upon the continued im- 
provement in her convict system. An 
examination of the systems of other 
states, where conditions are similar to 
those in Georgia, will show that we are 
far in the lead. The disposition of con- 
viets by the state is ever a delicate ques- 
tion, and one that is always with us. 
The object of the law in inflicting pun- 
ishment upon the law-breaker, is to de- 
ter him from a repetition of his sin, and, 
by his example, deter others, and no 
less important is the idea of working 
in him reformation. No system is, there- 
fore, perfect that does not have promi- 
nent in it the aim and purpose of re- 
formation of the criminal. In this Fe- 
spect, in my opinion, Georgia may great- 
ly improve her cOnvict system by mak- 
ing suitable provision looking to the 
separation of her juvenile convicts from 
contact and association with her narden- 
ed criminals. Aside from the moral 
question involved, experience demon- 
strates that it is much less expensive 
to the. state to reform the boy than 
to care for the hardened criminal. I 
recommend tegislation looking to the 
creation of juvvenile courts in the prin- 
cipal cities of the state, 
ing reformatories fof 
law by persons under the age of six- 
teen years These delinquent children 
may be-confined at outdoor labor, or 
taught useful ffades and subjected to 
manval work, and .with proper’ and 
wholesome moral influences surrounding 
them, reclaimed and made good cliti- 
zens, 

New Convict Law. 

“The act passed at your last sessicn 
disposing of the convicts for a period of 
five years, commencing April |, 1904, 
has been carried into effect, and the 
provisions relative to working the short- 
term convicts upon the public roads 
seems to be operating very satisfac- 
torily in those counties which met the 
requirements of the act for the work- 
ing of such convicts. There is a pro- 
vision, however, in section 4, of the act, 
to whith Idesire to call your special 
attention and suggest the propriety of 
an amendment thereto. Under section 
4, it is prescribed that the net hire of 
the convicts shall be transmitted quar- 
terly by the treasurer of the state to the 
treasurer of those counties which have 
not received their proportion of felony 
convicts for work upon the public roads, 
without regard to whether that hire shall 
be appropriated for common schools. or 
for the public roads. In the event the 
money arising from the hire of con- 
victs is applied to the Public roads 
in a county, it would be proper for the 
state treasurer to remit to the count-- 
treasurer; but where the hire is allow @ 
to go to the common schools, ag has been 
the rule in the past, it seems to me to 
be entirely unnecessary for it to pass

Department Experts Find Preserva- 
tive Injures Svstem. 

Washington, June 22.—Results obtained 

from the experiments made by the de- 


cal

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partment of agriculture with a view to | 
'by a jury and the Tye woman was sent 


ascertaining the effacts of boric actd and 
borax as preservatives fn the human sys- 
tem are announced in a report tssued by 
the departme'®. 

The report embodies data obtained from 
the prolonged tests made with volunteer 
emplovees who constituted the so-called 
diet kitchen or “poison equad.” The re- 
port announces that even {fn doses not 
exceeding a half gram (7 1-2 grains) a 
day these preservatives are prejudictal 
to health when consumed for a long 
time. 

There fs hut little ‘anparent disturbance 
In the process of digestion or assimila- 
tion. The addition of preservatives, the 
report says. tends to diminish slightly 
the weight of the body. The general con- 
clusion !s reached that it Is not advisable 
to use borax in food articles intended 
for common and continuous yse. 

At all events, adds the report, the 
quantity and character of the preserva- 
tives used should be plainly marked.

With the crowd cheering them on, the 
soldiers went at a great pace up the 
Champs Elysees and along the Avenue de 
la Grande Armee, and so closely did they 
keep together that thé whole 2,000 toox« 
barely twenty minutes to pass a given 
point, But ag the sun grew hotter and 
the men tired, it soon became apparent 
that the order of the procession at the 
beginning was no indication as to how 
the match would terminate. 

‘Tl watched the competitors coming 
through Garches,” telegraphs our laria 
correspondent, ‘“‘when they had covered 
three-quarters of the course. Being Sun- 
duy all Paris had gone Out to meet the 
soldiers, and the windows and gardens 
bordering the reute were full of people, 
while both sides of the roadway were 
lined with spectators. Exactly at noon, 
amid great excitement, No. 642, a tail 
infantryman, came in sight. He was very 
hot and very dusty, and half a lemon 
which he was sucking to assuage his 
thirst protruded from his mouth. 

“The cheers of the crowd had hardly 
ceased when three more infantrymen 
came marching along, bathed in perspira- 

ion, 
“After that it was a constant procession 
of men representing various branches 
of the service, with infantrymen predom- 
inating, It was evident that most of the 
men had suffered cruelly from the sun, 
and their jaded and pale appearance in 
many cases provoked compassionate Cx- 
clamations among the crowd. 

“Their step was rather quick for a 
long-distance walk, and I missed the long, 
athletic swing of British infgntry. A short 
distance from Garches railway station a 
free buffet had been provided, and as the 
tired and thirsty men came up, kind 
Samaritans ran out to meet them with 
glasses of beer, cold coffee, soup, I ttie 
rackets containing cubes of sugar, hard- 
boiled eggs, and lemons. 

“But so eager were most of the sol- 
diers that they barely halted to refresb 
themselves.,”’

New York, June 22.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened firm at an advance of 7@1!3 
nts and better cables than expected. 
ollowing the call, prices sold off a 
few points, but almost immediately ral- 
lied on continued covering, and later 
scored a sharp advance as the upward 
trend values uncovered heavy stop-loss 
orders on the short side. New Orleans 
and the south generally was a seller in 
the local market early, but later join- 
ed in the buying movement, which be- 
came more or less general, although 
at the higher prices it looked as though 
certain sOuthern and Wall street houses 
were putting out fresh short lines and 
thus restricting to some extent the ad- 
vancing tendency. As the session pro- 
ressed, there wag more or less realiz- 
ng by local longs, and thia, in con- 
nection with the selling, caused some ir- 
regularity. At the best level of the day, 
which was in the afternoon, July, which 
had sold at 10.44 during the early trad- 
ing, was advanced to 10.65, a net gain 
of 28 points, while August seemed to be 
in particularly good demand from cer- 
tain room traders and sold up to 10.62, a 
met advance of 37 points. December and 
October at this time were about 27 points 
net higher at 9.72 and 9.71, respective- 
ly.
